up the famous Liverpool roughs 
thirty years ago. : When imposed, 
by special “Act in| England, for 
white slavers and men convicted 


of living on the earnings‘ of un-|" 


fortunate womén, there followed 
a helter-skelter rush of these brute’ 
out of the country.. And in Hong- 
kong ithas been found necessary to 
abandon the practice of giving a 
man, sentenced to imprisonment 
the “cat,” half the nume 
ber of strokes. at the. begin- 
ning and, half ‘at«the end o 
his term, because the suspended 
punishment preyed ‘on his mind. 
The obstacle to the reintroduction 
of the.“cat” at the Mixed.Court is 
that, under the laws of the Republic 
of China, corporal ‘punishment 
has been abolished.
